PARIS (CP) — A Communist 
union militant was killed today 
in a clash with riot police in a 
provincial city as student and 
striker turmoil threatened to 
plunge France into a new major 
crisis, 

In Paris, Latin Quarter uni- 
wersity students rioted and built 
barricades and appealed to the 
trade unions and people of Paris 


workers blocked all approathes to the giant 8,000-employee 
plant. 

By mid-morning at least five persons were injured in 
violence that erupted Monday night when District Sheriff 
George Lee read a Supreme Court of Ontario injunction 
banning picketing at the plant.

In Paris, university students 
ranged through the Latin Quar- 
ter through the night and 
clashed with riot police. Police 
said that 26 persons were hurt, 
nd 22 demonstrators were ar- 
rested. 

At Flins, near Paris, the Re- 
nault auto plant said that 3,520 
workers returned today, but 
more than 6,000 were still off 
the job. 

The main Renault plant on 
the-outskirts of Paris also was 
still strikebound, with the strik- 
ers seeking additional wage and 
other benefits from the govern- 
ment, which runs the huge auto 
plant. 

Gold prices in Paris shot to 
record heights, a reflection of 
the newly unsettled situation. 
Buyers apparently were worried 
about stability of the franc and 
also sought a hedge against in- 
flation due to wage increases 
granted late last month. 

Officials opened an investiga- 
tion into the drowning of -a 
young man in the Seine at Meu- 
lan, outside Paris, which 
sparked the Latin Quarter dem- 
onstrations.

The 967 total, although pushed 
to that level by an unexpected

‘Law and Order’ Offers 


Opportunities for Profits 


The New American 
Hotel on New York's 
West Side was recently 
the meeting site for a 
unique group: men plan- 
ning to make their for- 
tunes from the waves of 
ghetto rebellions sweep- 
ing the nation. 

Before the embers of the 
burned-out stores on Washing- 
ton’s 14th Street had stopped 
smoldering, the new “crime 
protection industry” was 
featured and displayed to the 
institutional and private in- 
vestment clients of Bear, 
Stearns and Company, a 
brokerage house. 

Officials from firms in- 
volved in “‘crime protection’ 
addressed the group; empha- 
sizing the fine growth pros- 
pects for their companies. 
Local police officials also 
appeared; their words must 
have warranted close .atten- 
tion from the investors. 

The “crime protection in- 
dustry,” as Bear, Stearns and 
Company designated . it, is 
really a catch-all term for 
firms involved in everything 
from providing plant and 
industrial guards to supplying 
Mace, armored cars and the 
vicious Stoner guns to local 
police departments. 

Old “established” firms like 
Pinkertons’, Inc. (which got 
its start. busting unions for 
mine owners and railroad. 
companies back in the 1880s), 
the William J. Burns Detec- 
tive Agency and Wackenhut 
Corporation, dominate a $1.2 
billion market providing 
guards and security systems 
for plants, banks and govern- 
ment installations. 


More Cars 


Other big corporations are 
looking for a percentage of 
the new market. ‘The Big 
Three auto companies hope to 
sell more cars as police 
cruisers to local departments. 
Computer firms like IBM and 
Sperry Rand see a potential 
for sales in information re- 
trieval and communication 
systems for the men in blue. 
Textile giants already ‘sell 
uniforms by the tens of 
thousands, 

The wave of rebellions over 
the last four years has 
stimulated new entries into 
the industry looking for quick 
profits. Most are small de- 
fence contractors -hoping to 
sell modifications of weapons 
built-originally for the depart- 
ment of defence. Most,of the 
more. exotic and frightening 
weapons. come _ from ‘this 
source, 

Investors with sizable stock 
holdings in these firms must 
have made a_killing“on the 
stock exchange in April. The 
stocks soared following _ the 
tebellions_after King's assas- 
sination, 

Bear, Stearns told its clients 
that “the crime protection 
industry has evolved into a 
big, professionally conducted 
and highly successful opera- 
tion.” Industry experts esti- 
mate a market of $2.5 billion. 
There are over 40,000 police 
agencies across the country, 
employing close to 400,000 
uniformed and non-uniformed 
personnel, And they are grow- 
ing rapidly. 


Key Role 


Lyndon Johnson's Safe 
Streets Bill plays a-key role in 
industry plans. The law en- 
forcement market now suffers 
from tight-fisted city councils 
and country supervisors who 
keep police budgets edown, 
complains the industry. Al- 
though fear of looters loosens 
the purse strings somewhat, 
only massive new funds will 
really expand the market. 

The hope is that the $100 
million appropriation for the 


Safe Streets Bill (it is allo-| 


cated this time for planning 
grants to local police depart- 
ments, crime laboratories 
and the training of tactical 
anti-riot units) will be just the 
beginning of federal aid to 
poliee departments. The 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police, a hard- 
working lobby for the bill, 
eonfides in its publication,

General Ordnance Equipment 
Corporation, Mace; Domi- 
nator Corporation, electronic 
equipment for police depart- 
ments, sirens and radar 
transmitters; Smith and 
Wesson Pyrotechnics, —Inc., 
rocket-propelled flares and 
smoke bombs; and the 
Stephenson Corporation, 
breath testing equipment and 
resuscitators." ° 


Sales Fight 


The new small firms have 
been fighting for ‘sales 
aggressively. The AAI Cor- 
poration got money from the 
defence department ‘for a 
rubber-wheeled armored per- 
sonnal carrier. Defence turned 
the carriers down after a 
prototype was built, so AAT 
tried to sell it with modifica- 
tions ‘to the police asa ‘scout 
reconnaissance vehicle.” 

The Banana-Peel, a chemi- 


cal that makes it impossible 
for. ‘‘rioters’ to walk when it 
is sprayed on a street, was an 
unexpected byproduct of re- 
search by a southwestern oil 
well drilling firm. 

All these companies jumped 
into this “crime protection 
industry’ as relative un- 
knowns, hoping to reap quick 
profits with their modifica- 
tions, 


Expanded 


More ghetto rebellions, or at 
least a rising fear of them, 
are necessary to keep the 
“crime protection industry’’ 
growing. Forces may now be 
in motion that will be difficult 
to reverse. 

At the beginning of the Cold 
War in the ’40s the aerospace 
companies only produced air- 
planes, but by the ‘50s they 
had used their money and 
power to increase the anti- 
Russian hysteria and aggra- 
vate the tensions of the Cold 


War—thus expanding _ their 
markets. 

Observers worry that the 
fledgling ‘crime protection 


industry’”’ may follow a simi- 
lar line, -with -huge — profits 
made in this industry support- 
ing a new domestic lobby for 
more weaponized solutions to 
the anger of the ghetto. 

This growing ‘“‘police-indus- 
trial complex" is unlike the 
Cold War alliance between the 
industrial corporations’ _ and 
the military. 

In this case, going over the 
brink into warfare won't bring 
mutual ‘annihilation by atomic 
destruction. Only. the blacks 
will be killed.

The Assassins 


! ill Strike Again

There will be more assassinations, and attempted 
assassinations, of American political leaders in the 


next several years. 


Studies of the patterns of violence indicate that 
once an outbreak occurs, it tends to repeat itself at 
other places and times at an accelerating pace until 


the wave runs its. course. 

This holds for sham riots, 
which have been increasing 
rapidly ever-since Watts, and 
for student rebellions, whose 
rate has been escalating since 
Berkeley. 


It also holds for political 
assassinations, beginning with 
the murder of John F, Ken- 
nedy in 1963. 


While attention has . been 
focussed on the assassinations 
of two of the greatest white 
and black Americans of this 
generation, John F. Kennedy 
and Martin Luther King, Jr., 
other political leaders of very 
different persuasions and 
stature have also been killed, 
reinforcing the pattern. These 
include Malcolm X and 
George Lincoln Rockwell of 
the American Nazi Party. 

Unfortunately, there is no 
way known to social science 
to stop this wave. There has 
been much talk of the sick 
society, of the need to reduce 
violence in general, to over- 


come hate, to unite the 
country. While all these goals 
are, of course, worthy, the 


tragic truth must be faced: 
political assassinations are 
linked only indirectly to the 
general state of the nation. 

They are usually done by 
mentally unstable individuals 
who, while they are egged on 
by a national climate.. that 
fosters hate and violence, are 
more directly triggered by 
earlier killings that set the 
pattern, {As they mull over 
them, they rehearse their own 
acts.) 

It must also be noted that 
the many causes of aggres- 
sion and tensions in our lives 
cannot be readily eliminated. 
Such measures as full justice 
for black Americans, peace in 


Vietnam, a reconciliation be- 
tween youth and, the older 
generation. will. probably’ be 
realized only gradually. 

’ There is one thing that 
could be done much more 
rapidly: congressional 
approval of comprehensive 
gun control legislation. Most 
experts on the subject_agree 
that while political assassina- 
tions could not be completely 
eliminated, their number 
could be greatly reduced -if 
this country had_ firearms 
restrictions similar to those in 
most other democracies. 

First of all, most: assassins 
obtain their weapons - only 
shortly before they use them, 
when they are already in an 
agitated state of mind. (81 per 
cent of all killings may be 
classed as impulsive and not 
premeditated.) 

One reason why there are 
almost no~ political killings 
and far fewer homicides in 
general in the’ other democ- 
racies (0.11 per ~100,000 in 
Sweden and 0.05 in Britian as 
compared to 2.7 in the United 
States) is that they require-a 
“cooling off’’ period if a gun 
can be bought at all. That is, 
a person has to get a permit 
before he can buy a gim, 
explain why_he needs it and, 
if approved, wait a few days 
before he obtains it. 

It is true, of course, that 
even a sharp reduction in the 
number of firearms in the 
United States would not stop 
all assassinations; . Molotov 
cocktails and knives would 
still be available. But such 
weapons are much more 
difficult to wield, rarely cause 
mylitiple fatalities, often 
wound rather than kill and 
can be warded off by one or 
two-bodyguards,

British Labor Marks 
100 Years of ‘Activity 


LONDON—The oldest 
labor organization of its 
kind in the world, Brit- 
ain’s Trades Union Con- 
gress, has begun cele- 
brating its 100th birth- 
day—with concerts, fire- 
work displays, * parades 
and speeches. 

But, as a trade union 
leader has said, “the 
TUC, like most bedrid- 
den centenarians, gets a 
Royal congratulation 
while its best friends 
look on and hope for a 
miracle.” 

Thefe~ is no doubt that 
Britain's organized labor 
movement has come a’ long 
way- since its first tentative 
beginnings in June, 1868. On 
the other hand, many trades 
union members are wondering 
whether there is much to 
celebrate except antiquity. 

They are mindful that in the 
country’s present economic 
emergency, the government 
has had to renew for the third 
year running legal powers to 
control the growth of wages. 
Furthermore, the TUC's 
ability to control its affiliated 
unions—-has— been virtually 


unchanged -for—the-—past—cen-- 
—tury. 


According to Victor Allen, a 
lecturer in industrial relations 
at Leeds University, and an 
influential left-wing commen- 
tator on trades union affairs, 
“there have not been 100 
years: of - development, of 
reorganization and adaptation 
and of increased centralized 
control by the TUC over the 
movement. There have been 
100 years of activity, and that 
is all.” 

Amid the sunshine of ‘con- 
gratulations and praise, such 
comments may be unwel- 
come, But the fact remains 
that they have never been 
more pertinent. 


Started Small 


The TUC began as a small 
debating assembly and grew 
into a national representative 


- body, spawning on the way 


the Labor Party, which now 
forms the present government 
of Britain. It also shares a 
responsibility for the conduct 
of national economic affairs 
on equal terms with the 
country’s employers. 

Today the TUC has more 
than 8,500,000 members, and 
makes* its. presence felt on 


many aspects of Britain's 
political” affairs. The TUC 
General Secretary, George 


Woodcock, has justly claimed 
that the Congress has been 
i-n-strumental—in— provoking 
crucial developments in the 
structure and purpose of 
British government, a radical 
transformation of British 
society and fundemental 
changes in the structure of 
British industry. 

But now the question must 
be asked: What next? In some 
ways the immediate prospects 
for Britain’s trades unions 
promise to be one of the most 
inglorious chapters: in their 
history. Both the Labor and 
Conservative parties want to 
see the unions reformed — 
and by this the Conservatives, 
at least, mean control and 
restrictions of their rights of 
action. 

The Conservatives have just 
published an outline of their 
“modernizing” suggestions for 
trades unions, and these have 
been described as moves to 
turn the unions into —“a 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to the Employing 
Classes.” 

This is an exaggeration, but 
it fairly represents ‘the pro- 
found fears for the future that 
trades unions feel. Why, as 
the. prime minister flatters 
them the press gives acres of 
coverage to their activities, 
and even employers are ready 


with their felicitations, should | 


the trades unions — feel 


worried? 


Lack of Unity 


Perhaps their fears derive 
from a lack of unity among 
themselves. They talk easily 
about the brotherhood of the 
working class ——and_never 
more. so than at a time like 
this, They affect to act in a 
concerted way through the 
TUC — but ever since the 
Second World War, the 
actions of Britain's unions 
have contradicted their more 
noble aspirations, 

Britain’s trade union move- 
ment is united in nothing but 
name arid common prejudices, 
It lacks a leadership that 
could change increasingly- 
complacent attitudes — and 
this despite the legal en- 
croachments on free collective 
bargaining which the govern- 
ment (the unions are pleased 
to call it ‘‘our government'’) 
has made in the last” few 
years. 

Undoubtedly; Mr. Woodcock 
is a splendid figure. He is an 
adviser to the Queen (as a 
privy counsellor), a member 
of the National Economic 
Development Council, has 
several honerary degrees, as 
well’ a8 a double first on his 
own. account, and is a popular 
and familiar figure. The huge 
undergrowth of his eyebrows 
has almost become a national 
joke, but, general approval

But the real criticism that 
can be made, and for which 
Mr. Woodcock should take a 
proportion of blame, is that 
the unions have failed to 
adjust themselves to the 
changing pattern of industry 
and society. This can be 
reduced to the complaint that 
there is no way by which 
unions can be Sanctioned for 
breaking collective agree- 
ments, 


No Discipline 


Marny~peopie-aiso-opject to 
the. fact that unions can. do 
little to discipline so-called 
“wild-eat strikers’ who can 
bring factories to a standstill 
out of the perversity of whim. 

It is to be hoped that the 
royal commission, which has 


been ‘investigating trade's 
unions for the last three 
years, would come up with 


positive suggestions for their 
reform when the commis- 
sion’s report is published this 
month. Mr. Wilson's govern- 
ment has been looking to the 
commission to suggest ways 
in which tbe union's house 
could be put in order, How- 
ever, early and authoritative 
indications are that the com- 
mission's report_ will make 
very few substantial recom- 
mendations for union modern- 
ization. 

The government fears that 
this “‘failure’’ will cause a 
poor impression abroad, that 
it would be said that if Britain 
cannot. reform her _ unions, 
what ‘hope is there for the 
economic recovery ‘so long 
promised by Mr. Wilson and 
his. ministers? 


The report will give an 
admirable and lengthy de- 
scription of the social and 


economic history of the unions 
since the beginning of the 
century, which will make 
excellent source material for 
students of industrial relations 
—and that is just about all.

No Credit 


It reflects credit on no one, 
least of all the unions, for in- 
stance, that some 60 per cent 
of all*British children live in 
households where the average 
diet is deficient in protein or 
calcium — or both. Some 
1,250,000 male workers earn 
less than £15 a week, lagging 
far behind their North Ameri- 
ean and European counter- 
parts. Most trades union 
orgainization is as creakingly 
old as. the TUC itself, and 
completely ill-equipped to deal 
with modern wage bargaining 
techniques. 

Is there a quick solution? A 
suggestiof that the ‘TUC 
should increase its authority 
over the unions and have 
more central control Has been 
put forward by both .friends 
and. opponents of the trades 


union movement. However, 
Mr. Woodcock rejects this 
idea, 


Not. Business 


“The TUC is not run like a 
business,’ he says, “‘even a 
nationalized industry. It is a 
highly-democratic organiza- 
tion — more democratic than 


the government itself . . . The 
TUC has nothing but its 
ability to reason and per- 


usade."’ 

To him this is the strength 
of the TUC; to others this is 
its weakness. There is no 
doubt that when the birthday 
cheering dies down this ques- 
tion will be feught over with 
vigor and passion. 

Mr. Woodcock has only one 
more year to run before his 
retirement, and there are 
unlikely’ to be major changes 
before he goes. When he does, 
though, he will’ leave some 
formidable problems behind; 
problems that could make or 
break his successor, and 
perhaps shape the pattern for 


the next 100 years.

NEW YORK *—_ Finding 
myself in Paris during the 
days when the student rebel- 
lion began; it

Thus, the ULippmann 
working-class leaders, who 
are for the most part Com- 
munists, looked down upon the 
student leaders (who probably 
should be described as an- 
archists). as dangerous inter- 
lopers and as troublemakers 
who needed to be restricted. 
The leftist parties, though 
they are bitterly anti-Gaullist, 
gave no indication then that 
they—-could or that they 
wanted to take power. Yet, as 
everyone was surprised to 
see, there were revolutionary 
forces _un.d-e-r...the... surface. 
which in a few days raised 
the question of the very 
survival of the Gaullist 
regime. 

I know of nobody, and I've 
heard of nobody, who has 
come anywhere near to 
understanding fully and. pract- 
ically this revolutionary condi- 
tion. It is certainly ‘not 
peculiar to France and to 
Gen. de Gaulle. For the 
revolutionary condition seems 
to be present almost every- 
where, be it in Warsaw and 
Prague, in France and Italy, 
in Spain and Germany and the 
British Isles, in the United 
States or in Chile and Peru 
and Brazil.

What is going on was not 
foreseen or ‘assumed or des- 
eribed by Karl Marx nor by 
the Fascist philosophers or by 
the proponents. of our own 
kind of free society. I have 
been told by historical schol- 
ars that~if I wanted to 
understand what the students 
have in mind, I would have to 
begin by studying the long- 
forgotten and buried works of 
the 19th-century anarchists. 
So far as I am_concerned — 
whatever the emergencies 
which are being created — 
the beginning of wisdom is to 
realize how little we—really 
know. 

We have come into a time 
when evolution has run far 


ahead of our political ideas. In 
this conflict between what is 
happening and what we know 
and believe, there are being 
engendered the undefined rev- 
olutionary forces of a modern 
age. 

Gen de Gaulle was not 
expecting these forces to 
come to the surface. He was 
not. prepared for them when 
they. erupted, but he was 
brought to a quick realization 
that somehow and. in some 
way the fundamental institu- 
tions of French society would 
have to be “reformed,”’ . that 
isto say changed and.giyen a 
new form and shape and 
purpose and content. 

The situation in France is 
not, we may be sure, unique. 
It just happens. that once 
again de Gaulle has seen in 
outline the far future, though, 
like everyone else, he does not 
see sharply and clearly, what 
to do in the near future, 


But can anyone deny that 
“reform” inthis deep and 
comprehensive- sense of the 
word is the destiny of all. the 
modern societies? Surely we 
have not begun to see the end 
of the changes which are due 
in the advanced nations, _in- 
cluding our ewn. 

The issue for all of them 
lies between reforming them- 
selves and sinking into the 
violence and disorder of a new 
Dark Ages. 

The immediate but funda- 
mental question is whether 
popular democracy, ,;as we 
know it and which we cherish, 
is capable of voting and 
administering and enforcing 
the -enormously complicated 
reforms which the modern 
technological age demands. Is 
popular mass democracy cap- 
able of reforming itself? 

It may, of course, be that 
an authoritarian leader, like 
the general, is also unable to 
bring forth the great mea- 
sures needed. But what rea- 
son is there to. think that 
these great measures can be 
brought into being by the U.S. 
Congress or the British Par- 
liament? 

There is no point in whistl- 
ing in the dark and, trying to 
comfort ourselves with the 
notion that somehow we shall 
muddle through. For the 
revolutionary forces that are 
loose in the modern age are 
greater than our conventional 
wisdom.

If so, Consumer’s would: be 
following on the heels of 
Dominion Glass, which ‘ last 
year expanded its new $5 
million plant in Burnaby in 
anticipation of a much wider 
market for glass containers. 

The Montreal company, at 
51, four years junior to 
Dominion, in 1967.. bought 
Sogemines Iroquois Glass 
operation._at Candiac, Sask, 
placing the company in a 
better competitive position to 
Dominion's Redcliff, Alta., 
plant. 

Mr. Mingay said the com- 
pany was considering three 
alternative sites — one in B.C. 
and two in Alberta. A decision 
should have been known a 
month ago, so evidently direc- 
tors are having a hard time 
choosing. 

Consumer’s looks tg not only 
more aggressive. marketing, 
but to new glass-making tech- 
nology’ that hoped to 
increase its ability to meet 
competition and penetrate 
deeper into domestic markets.

The years have brought 33 
commendations and a mem- 
bership of the Order of the 
British Empire to the sharp- 
nosed, rosy-cheeked detective, 
who still lives quietly with his 
mother in the west London 
suburb of Barnes.

Vancouver Included in Next NHL Expansion Move 


MONTREAL (CP)—The own- 
ers of Vancouver Canucks of 
the Western Hockey League 
were told otday that they will 
be included in “the next expan- 
sion move of the ;National 
Hockey League, 

The decision by the NHL 
board of governors to include 
Vancouver in any future expan- 
sion plans followed 144 days’ of 
intensive deliberation. 

The pitch by Vancouver this 
time. was made by owners of 
Vancouver Canucks of the West- 
ern Hockey League and the 
delegation of Fred Brown, 
Frank MacMahon, Peter Bent- 
ley, Coley Hall and Ron Cliff 


Was reported making favorable 
progress until semantics 
clouded the picture Monday. 

A joint statement was to be 
issued at 5:30 p.m. EDT Mon- 
day, but it had to be hastily re- 
called to make way for a fur- 
ther meeting of the two parties 
today and preparation of a new 
statement. 

Clarence Campbell, NHL 
president, said it’was strictly a 
misunderstanding in the word- 
ing of the original text that set 
things back. 

“I don’t think we're very far 
apart on the wording of the 
Statement,” he-said, 


the statement would be more 
appropriate in another form.” 

Campbell said no timetable 
has been established by the 
NHL ‘for expansion, and no_for- 
mula for further. énlargement 
discussed, 

He said after the initial meet- 
ifg of the two groups Monday 
that the league would first of all 
have to decide ‘‘what frame- 
work any further expansion will 
take.”’

By now, most Victoria-area golfers have had a chance to 
struggle through a competition in which ‘the continuous-putting 
rule applied. 

Not everyone is ecstatic because the new ruling hasn’t sped 
up the game as it was (hopefully) intended. 

A number of the low-handicap golfers object, in particular, 
to the rule because they feel they should continue when forced 
to take a stance close to the putting line of a playing 
companion. They worry about. leaving heel or spike marks on 
the line. 

There's no problem with the six or eight-inch tap-in. A golfer 
can take an unorthodox stance and still make it. But for those 
wht take great care not to ‘spike a partner's line, the 
unorthodox stance may force a miss on the. two-to-four-footers. 

More than one golfer has missed an otherwise-easy putt 
because he concentrated too intensely on his companion’s 
putting line. 

! * * * 

No one abides with the rules and regulations quite like the 
ladies, and the continuwous-putting edict brought: a_ pair 
scurrying into the pro shop for a ruling at Victoria Golf Club 
several days ago. 

Two women had reached a very large green, and both were 
well away from the pin. One hit her approach putt, watched it 
curl past the cup, then started to walk to her ball to putt out, 
as the regulations say. 

Her companion, momentarily forgetting the continuous- 
putting ruling and mindful of the fact the first ball was not in 
her line, putted from another area of the green. 

That"s when both golfers realized the error. 

The ruling calls for the first player to take a penalty. The 
first player obviously intended to putt out, but wasn't given the 
chance. Both ladies agreed a penalty would have been unjust. 

The first golfer could have called her companion for putting 
out of turn. In which case, the second player could have been 
ordered to replay the stroke, without penalty and in correct 
order (Rule .35-2b). © 

The incident at Oak Bay led to a suggestion—that—the 
continuous-putting penalty could produce an_ interesting 
tournament possibility. 

Consider-two golfers, both playing in the same group, 
coming to the 18th green and tied for the lead in a tournament. 

One devious goer might purposely putt before his 
opponent holed out, as required. The devious one then could 
demand a penalty for the golfer who failed to abide by the 
continueus-putting regulation. 

It was a feasible thought, but that playing-out-cf-turn rule 
(35-2b) is the answer to that sneaky possibility.

The use of the terms “official”. and ‘unofficial’ to define 
pro tournament earnings has long been a source of confusion. 
Except among a Trelatively small number of golfers, the 
distinction between the.two figures is lost. 

To eliminate this confusion and establish a standard dollar 
yardstick, the PGA tournament committee will release only a 

total earnings figure on a regular weeklyand monthly basis. 
This figure will include all tournament winnings, regardiess of 
the official or unofficial status of the tournaments.

DUE TO BETTER HEALTH 
Menopause Age Advancin 


CHICAGO, Tl. (WMNSF — 
The age at which the meno- 
pause occurs is advancing 
steadily, probably because of 
better health practices in North 
America and most of Europe. 
The average age of manopause 
at present is just under 50. This 
méans that while it is unlikely, 
it is possible for a woman in her 
forties to become pregnant. This 
is what Dr. Sherwin A. Kauf- 
man, medical director of 
Planned Parenthood of New 
York City, told. fellow - physi- 
cians attending a meeting here 
of the American College of 
Obstretricians and Gynecolo- 
gists. 

“Although practically all of us 
have heard of the ‘middle-age 
Baby’,”’ the physician observed, 
“the ‘fact is that pregnancy is 
an. uncommon occurrance in} 
women in. their’ late 40s." Dr. 
Kaufman noted that in a review 
of more than 50,000 deliveries in 
a New York hospital, no woman 
over 50 had given birth, 

In general, a woman’s fer- 
tility begins to-decline when she 
is in her mid-forties. The 
decline is gradual, the doctor 
observed, but quickens as she 
approaches 50. Lowered fertility 
occurs even though the woman 
may not have had a single 
menopausal symptom or missed 
period.

Nevertheless, ‘‘better to be 


safe than sorry,” Dr. Kaufman 
said. That is why most physi- 
cians “suggest that a woman 
continue to practice , contra- 
ception for a full year after 
menstruation ceases.” 

As to which method is best 
for the older woman, Dr. 


Kaufman explained _that this 
depends upon the individual's 
needs. In general, the oral 
contraceptive which has given 
virtually complete protection 
against pregnancy up to age 45, 
may not be necessary for the 
older woman. Methods such as 
the diaphragm may afford the 
contraceptive protection needed, 

Highlighting the fact that 
there is no hard and fast rule, 
no magic time at which to stop 
taking the pill, Dr. Kaufman 
explained that some 300 older 
women at the clinic the physi- 
cian heads, are still taking the 
oral contraceptive. 

If a woman does go off the 
pill and tests show a developing 
estrogen deficiency (estrogen is 
the fem@le hormone), she may 
be put back on the pill to help 
her maintain the proper estro- 
gen level, Dr. Kaufman said. 

In his view, the. intrauterine 
device (I.J.D.) should not be 
offered to women over 45 for 
the first time because it some- 
tinies causes irregular bleeding. 
Since there is \an increase in 
abnormal conditidns affecting 
the reproductive system in older 
women, and since bleeding 
alerts the physician to oun 
conditions, anything wh 
masks this bleeding should ~ 
avoided, (This holds true for the 
pill too.) 

However, if an I.U.D. has 
been in place for some time it 
can remain in place until. the 
menopause is coniplete. 

The woman who relies on the 
rhythm method is most apt to 
become anxious at this period in 
her life since her periods may 
no longer be regular and the 
slight possibility .of pregnancy 


continues to exist.

Fantastic Salvage Feat 
On Lusitania Begins Soon 


By COLIN FROST 

KINSALE, Ireland (AP) — 
John Light, 34, crewcut, 
$-t-u-b_b leschinned,. curt in 
speech, is one of the foremost 
deep-sea divers in the United 
States. This-summer he starts 
lifting the secrets of the 
Lusitania, one of the costliest 
wrecks of all time. 

If he succeeds, be will make 
a fortune in salvage. 

The Lusitania, 32,000-ton 
veteran of the Edwardian era, 
sailed from New York in May, 
1915, in an atmosphere of 
gaiety and anxiety, 

She carried 1,257 passengers 
and a crew of 702. On May 7, 
‘a U-boat caught her off the 
coast of Ireland and 1,198 
were drowned, 

The Lusitania’ lies in 315 
feet of water 10 miles off the 
Old “Head of Kinsdale, a 
promontory south of this 
sleepy fishing town. Ex-navy 
diver Light found her there in 
1960.

But about 
300 years ago, Algol’s off-beat 
behavior again came to the 
attention of astronomers, and 
late in the last century, scien- 
tific means were used to explain 
it down to the last detail. Very 
often, the answer to a bother- 
some problem also solves other 
tantalizing mysteries. This hap- 
pened when we solved the 
secret of Algol. The old Demon 
introduced us to thousands of 
similar stars and ient a helping 
hand to solving the structure of 
the universe. 


More Brilliant 


The recent chapter in the 
story of Algol begari in‘ 1669, 
when the variations of its 
brilliance were verified by an 
astronomer named Montanari. 
In 1782, John Goodricke figured 
Algol's variable period to_be two 
days and 21 hours. After 59 
hours, its. fairly steady bril- 
liance dims to ‘one-third and 
returns. Goodricke suggested 
that. Algol is really two stars D 
orbiting around each other. He| § 
explained the 10-hour lapse as 
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an eclipse that occurs when the 
dim star passes between us and 
its--bright partner. 

This theory was verified in| T 
the 1880s and Algol became the |p 
first variable—star~to—be-—-clas~j7 
sified as an eclipsing binary.

Saunders said the interim 
control ‘program would include 
ditches and culverts. 

He said a program to entirely 
eure the problem would cost 
$40,000 and neither the city nor 
North Cowichan had the funds 
this year. 

North Cowichan is involved 
because most of the water 
which has flooded the subdivis- 
jon. in recent years flows off 
municipal property to the south. 

Delegation spokesman Peter 
Wilson said: “Council could 
wait until November or Decem- 
ber to hear from Ottawa and 
the residents will be sitting with 
their feet in water again."

PARIS (CP) — A Communist 
union militant was killed today 
in a clash with riot police in a 
provincial city as student and 
striker tiirmoil. threatened » to 
plunge France into a new major 
crisis, 

In Paris, Latin Quarter uni- 
versity students rioted and built 
barricades and appealed -to the 
trade unions and people of Paris 
to. join them in a mass demon- 
stration tonight against Presi- 
dent de Gaulle’s's government. 


Several thopsand Citroen auto: 
plant workers headed toward 
the labor ministry shouting for 
“tréedom to work"’ after having 
been turned back from. their 
plant by strike pickets. 


The prefect of the Sochaux re- 
gion, Bernard Vaugon, told a 
hews conference that the union 
member, identified only as Bey- 
lot, 24, was fatally wounded by 
# bullet in his chest. The prefect 
did not say who fired the shot, 
The bullet was being examined 
to attempt to determine its ori- 
gin. 

Sharp fighting between riot 
police and strikers broke out at 
the Peugeot auto-plant at So- 
chaux after workers had voted 
narrowly, 2,664 to 2,615, Monday 
for a return to work. 


TAKE POLICE GUNS 

The worst fighting occurred 
when strikers overwhelmed a 
riot police car, took guns from 
the car-and set it afire. Several 
shots“ rang out. 

Authorities said that, besides 
the. dead man, 11 strikers and 
two riot police were injured. 

In Paris, university students 
ranged through the Latin Quar- 
ter through the night and 
clashed with riot police. Police 
said that 26 persons were hurt, 
and 22 demonstrators were ar- 
rested. 

At Flins, near Paris, the Re- 
mault auto plant said that 3,520 
workers returned today, but 
more: than 6,000 were still off 

The main Renault plant on 
the outskirts of Paris also was 
still strikebound, with the strik- 
ers seeking additional wage and 
other benefits from the govern- 
ment, which runs the huge auto 
workers. 

Gold prices in Paris shot to 
record heights, a reflection of 
the newly unsettled situation. 
Buyers apparently were worried 
about stability of the franc and 
also sought a hedge against in- 
flation due to wage increases 
granted late last month. 

Officials opened an investiga- 
tion into the drowning of a 
young man in the Seime at Meu- 
jan, outside Paris, which 
sparked the Latin Quarter dem- 
onstrations. The students said 
the police threw the student into 
the river. The police said he 
jumped in to evade an identity 
check.

“However, as a former 
secretary of Victoria Horti- 
cultural Society, I’ am quite 
sure that none of our Pacific 
Coast dogwood would survive 
an Ottawa winter.” 

But Mr. Wiggan has an 
alternate suggestion in his 
locker. 

“As you doubtless know,” 
he adds, “‘we have living here 
in Victoria Miss Emily Sar- 
tain, who is one of the world’s 
foremost painters of flowers, 
and who has won many gold 
and silver medals from the 
Royal — Horticultural Society 
for excellence of floral paint- 
ings.

_ According to election regula- 
tions people in penal institutions 
may not vote-in- the feder. 
election. But how about people 
being held for trial who are still 
innocent in the eyes of the law? 

An official at Wilkinson Road 
Institution says no arrangement 
is made for such inmates to 
exercise their franchise. 

This means that if you are 
unfortunate enough to be 
charged, even though you may 
be wrongfully charged, you 
can’t vote. 

Should you be in hospital June 
25, you don’t vote. There is no 
provision in the act for a 
hospital poll. However, if you 
know you are going into hospital 
soon, as do many people who 
are in waiting lists, you can 
attend the advance poll Satur- 
day or Monday. 

The —act—states that if you 
have reason to believe you will 
be absent from your polling 
division (not your constituency 
necessarily) you may use the 
advance facilities. Many elec- 
tion workers who will be 
working as returning officers all 
day June 25, will be casting 
their votes ahead of time.

The aid should 
consist of outright grants, not 
simply loans, and might be 
garmarked for specific pur- 
poses, such as libraries or 
scholarships, he said. 

“The province is no longer in 
a position to look after all 
post-secondary education.”” 

Mr. Johannessen adamantly 
advocates a constitutional 
guarantee of individual rights 
even at the expense of 
constitutional haggles such as 
those for which the U.S. 
Supreme Court has become 
notorious.
